-sections (1 ), (2 ) and ( 3 ) of section 18 of the Goa , 
Daman and Diu Town and Country Planning Act , 
1974 (Act 21 of 1975 ), read with section 21 of 
the General Clauses Act, 1897 (Central Act 10 
of 1897), the Government of Goa hereby amends 
the Government Notification No. 4-5-2-84 
UDD (Part ) /03 / 2593 dated 10th July , 2003 , 
published in the Official Gazette , Extraordinary 
No. 4 , Series I No. 15 , dated 14th July , 2003, 
(hereinafter called the " said Notification ” ), as 
follows, namely : 


(b ) Panchayats whose annual 75 % of the 

income is above Rs. 3,00,000 / project cost

In exercise of the powers conferred by sub 
section (5 ) of section 18 of the Goa , Daman and 
Diu , Town and Country Planning Act, 1974 (Act 
21 of 1975 ), the Government of Goa hereby makes 
following Scheme so as to amend the Town and 
Country Planning ( apportionment of properties, 
assets and liabilities of the erstwhile North Goa 
Planning and Development Authority , Scheme, 
2003 ) , published in the Official Gazette , 
Extraordinary No. 4 , Series I No.15 , dated 14th 
July , 2003 , as follows: 


( 3 ) The erstwhile North Goa Planning and 
Development Authority shall transfer the 
outstanding balance of General Provident 
Fund, Gratuity , Pension and leave balance , 
etc. of the staff deployed and absorbed , into , 
Mapusa Planning and Development Authority 
and Panaji Planning and Development 
Authority.
